I present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  Borough  for  the  year 

1970. 


The  Adjusted  Death  Rate  is  again  slightly  higher  than  the  average  for 
England  and  - ales  and  the  infant  mortality  rates  are  all  higher  than  the  national 
avera^^e.  The  -t^djusted  Birth  Rate  is  less  than  the  average  for  England  and  v/ales. 
The  illegitimate  live  births  expressed  as  a percentage  of  all  live  births  is  9 
compared  ¥/ith  8 which  is  the  average  for  England  and  vfeles.  The  main  causes  of 
death  were  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  v/ith  Il6  cases  (39!  j),  cancer 
with  47  cases  (l6>o)  and  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  with  45  cases  (15,'j). 
These  three  main  causes  v^ere  responsible  for  70;">  of  the  total  deaths. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  for  the  year  was  299.  Of  these  137 
were  aged  75  and  over,  228  (76!^)  aged  65  and  over,  and  269  (90,"^)  aged  55  and  over.

Since  1954  the  ^‘■efistrar  General  has  issued  an  "area comparability 
factor”  for  each  County  District  and  for  the  County  as  a ?/hole.  The  reason 
for  this  is  to  alloij  for  the  way  in  which  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the 
local  population  differs  from  that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

Since  1957  the  death  rate  area  comparability  factors  have  been  adjusted 
to  take  into  account  the  presence  of  residential  institutions  in  the  area, 

When  the  local  crude  birth  and  death  rates  are  multiplied  by  the  factor, 
they  are  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales,

A cold  and  snov/y  spring  v/as  follov/ed  by  a dry,  but  otherwise 
unexciting  summer,  with  Septet^er  a wet  autumn  and  v/intei*  set  in.  It 

was  the  wettest  November  since  1954-.  December  was  drier  than  average  and 
V7e  had  a white  Christmas, 

The  highest  temperature  recorded  was  81  on  the  7th  July,  The 
lov/est  temperature  recorded  v/as  9 on  the  8th  January,  'Che  heaviest  rainfall 
measured  1,A8  on  the  l6th  August,  The  highest  daily  sunshine  total  recorded

Mr.  Mayors  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  duty  and  my  pleasure  to  present  to  you  my  Thirteenth  Annual 
Report  as  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector.  The  report  provides  details 
of  the  work  undertaken  by  the  staff  and  employees  of  the  Department  and 
forms  a historical  record  for  future  reference. 

Items  which  I consider  of  interest  have  been  extracted  and  given 
special  mention. 

1 . Housing 

The  Housing  Act  1 969  Part  i if  which  provides  for  the  conversion  of 
controlled  tenancies  created  additional  work  within  the  Department. 

A number  of  applications  for  qualification  certificates  were  received 
and  as  a result  the  inspection  of  private  dwellings  increased.  It  is 
obvious  that  landlords  are  beginning  to  take  advantage  of  the 
provisions  of  Section  k3,  IiUj  hS  and  U6  and  this  action  is  welcomed 
as  it  provides  for  an  improvement  in  the  standard  of  tenanted  prop- 
erties throughout  the  Borough. 

The  programme  of  clearance  of  totally  unfit  houses  continued  and  12 
houses  were  demolished  during  the  year.  Unfit  houses  made  fit  and 
houses  in  which  defects  were  remedied  totalled  96. 

There  was  a gradual  upward  trend  in  the  Applications  received  for 
Improvement  Grants  and  the  work  on  the  improvement  of  Council  owned 
dwellings  continued. 

Your  Inspectors  kept  under  surveillance  those  houses  known  to  bo  in 
multiple  occupation.  It  was  unnecessary  to  serve  any  Statutory  Notices 
in  respect  of  these  houses,  the  person  or  persons  having  control  of 
the  properties  coiT5)lying  with  our  requests  informally. 

2 . Refuse  Collection,  Refuse  Disposal  and  Salvage 

The  Department  is  responsible  for  the  Collection  and  Disposal  of  Refuse 
throughout  the  Borough. 

Collection  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  undertaken  by  three  35  cubic 
yard  S.  & D.  Pakamatic  rear  loading  vehicles.  During  the  year  one 
S.  & D.  Pakamatic  was  replaced  by  a *NORBA'  system  of  50  cubic  yard 
capacity  fitted  on  a Dennis  Chassis.  One  S.  & D.  Pakamatic  and  the 
*NORBA'  are  fitted  with  bulk  loading  equipment  for  1^  cubic  yard  bulk 
containers . 

The  use  of  1-|  cubic  yard  bulk  containers  has  increased  since  their 
introduction  in  1 968  and  there  are  now  1 14.O  units  distributed  to  the 
larger  establishments  on  a rental  basis. 

The  Health  Department  were  fortunate  not  to  be  affected  by  the  strike 
of  refuse  collectors  which  took  place  in  many  parts  of  the  country. 

This  was  no  doubt  due  to  the  introduction  and  the  successful  working  of 
the  ’Incentive  Bonus  Scheme’.  Preliminaiy  surveys  were  commenced  in 
the  Fairfield  area  with  the  object  of  ultimately  introducing  disposable 
refuse  containers. 
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Refine  Collection,  Refuse  Disposal  and  Salvage  (Continued) 

During  the  year  the  Incentive  Bonus  Scheme  was  extended  to  the  Refuse 
Disposal  Salvage  Section. 

It  will  be  noted  with  satisfaction  that  the  target  figure  of 
income  from  Salvage  was  exceeded  by  £2^6. 

The  loading  shovel  used  as  a mechanical  aid  for  the  disposal  of  refuse 
was  replaced  by  a purpose  built  Weatherill  loading  shovel. 

A difficult  problem  was  the  finding  of  suitable  and  sufficient  materials 
for  the  adequate  covering  of  the  refuse  after  disposal.  After  much 
searching  reasonable  priced  quarry  waste  and  soil  were  obtained  and 
stock  piled. 

All  the  employees  engaged  on  this  difficult  section  of  our  work^  Refuse 
Collection^,  Refuse  Disposal  and  Salvage^  are  to  be  thanked  for  their 
efforts!  they  continued  working ^ come  rain,  wind  or  snow.  Invariably, 
it  has  not  always  been  the  fault  of  the  eirployees  when  refuse  has 
failed  to  be  collected  regularly.  In  fact  one  ratepayer  remarked  to 
me  ”I  can  set  clock  by  them  every  Tuesday  morning” . 

At  this  stage  I would  like  to  pay  tribute  to  Mr.  Leonard  Wood,  the  Refuse 
Foreman  who  retired  on  7th  October  1970,  on  grounds  of  ill  health,  after 
UU  years  service  with  the  Corporation.  During  the  thirteen  years  I had 
the  pleasure  of  working  with  Mr.  Wood  he  had  endeavoured  to  give  to  the 
ratepayers  and  his  eirployers  an  efficient  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 
Service  with  the  resources  available  to  him. 

During  the  year  a number  of  meetings  of  a Committee  formed  to  study 
•Refuse  Disposal  in  the  High  Peak  Area*  were  held  in  Buxton. 

This  Committee  consisted  of  the  officers  responsible  for  Refuse  Collection 
and  Disposal  in  Buxton  Borough,  Chapel -en-le-Frith  R.D.C.,  Glossop 
Borough,  New  Mills  U.D.C.  and  Whaley  Bridge  U.D.C.  together  x^ith  two 
officers  representing  the  Local  Government  Research  Unit.  The  deliberat- 
ions and  finding  of  the  Committee  x^ere  issued  in  the  form  of  a Report  in 
December  1970.

lihenever  accumulation  of  refuse  or  abandoned  vehicles  have  been  discovered 
on  land  in  the  open  air  immediate  action  has  been  taken  for  their  removal. 

It  xjas  necessary  to  serve  23  statutory  notices  on  offenders.  All  these 
notices  xjere  eventually  complied  with. 

The  practice  of  advertising  in  the  local  press  the  dates  on  which  the 
Corporation  Controlled  Tip  was  open  to  the  public  for  the  disposal  of 
refuse  again  proved  successful. 

A number  of  requests  xiere  received  for  the  removal  of  bulk  items  of 
refuse. 

U.  Smoke  Control  and  Atmospheric  Pollution 

Two  Smoke/Sulphur  Dioxide  recording  instruments  are  situated  in  Buxton. 

One  at  Fairfield  Endowed  School,  Queen*s  Road,  Fairfield,  Buxton. 

One  at  Toxm  Hall,  Buxton. 

The  results  obtained  were  submitted  to  the  Department  of  Trade  and 
Industry,  Warren  Springs  Laboratory.  During  the  year  the  Council  became 
a member  of  the  Warren  Springs  Laboratoiy  Standing  Conference  on  the 
Investigation  of  Air  Pollution.  Membership  of the  National  Society  for 
Clean  Air  continued  and  the  appointed  Council  member  and  myself  attended 
the  meetings  held  in  the  North-West  arranged  by  the  Society.  Mr.  G.  Barson, 
Technical  Assistant  attended  the  Annxial  Conference  of  the  Society. 
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U.  Smoke  Control  and  Atmospheric  Pollution  (Continued) 


In  Januaiy  I submitted  a detailed  report  on  Atmospheric  Pollution 
within  the  Borough j together  with  estimated  costs  of  bringing  the 
first  proposed  Smoke  Control  Area  i.e.  The  Fairfield  Area  into 
operation.  Subsequently  the  Minister  decided  that  in  view  of  the 
national  economic  situation  and  the  shortage  of  solid  smokeless  fuels 
the  time  was  not  opportune  for  the  introduction  of  Smoke  Control  Areas 
within  the  Borough. 

Recordings  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  consentrations  are  given  in 
the  statistical  details. 

Representatives  attended  a meeting  of  the  Peak  Park  Planning  Board  to 
consider  a proposal  to  appoint  a consultant  to  examine  the  problem 
of  the  omission  of  dust  at  Limestone  quarries. 

Public  Convenienoes 

The  problem  of  wilful  damage  by  vandals  continued  and  there  was  once 
again  overspending  of  the  estimates  for  repairs  due  to  the  activities 
of  those  persons. 

It  xms  very  disconcerting  to  receive  complaints  of  the  conditions  exist- 
ing in  Public  Conveniences ^ only  to  find  on  investigation  that  the 
situation  was  due^  not  to  neglect  by  the  hard  working  convenience  attend- 
ants but  to  the  sheer  distruction  of  conveniences  by  irresponsible 
individuals . 

Nevertheless,  every  endeavour  was  made  to  keep  the  premises  to  a satis- 
factory standard  and  so  far  as  finances  would  allow  improvements  were 
implemented. 

6.  Rodent  Control 

The  arrangement  whereby  Chap el -en-le -Frith,  Rural  District  Council 
shared  the  services  of  the  Borough  of  Buxton  Rodent  Operative  ended  on 
15th  June  1970.  The  ending  of  this  arrangement  enabled  the  Rodent 
Operative  to  concentrate  more  on  the  problem  of  infestation  by  rodents 
within  the  Borough. 

A test  treatment  of  the  sewer  manholes  was  carried  out  in  March  1 970 
using  Fluoroacetamide.  The  results  obtained  indicated  that  it  was  not 
necessary  to  carry  out  a full  treatment. 

7 . Shops  Act , 1 9$Q 

Routine  inspections  were  carried  out  and  necessary  advice  was  given  on 
the  provisions  of  the  above  enactment. 

Suspension  Orders  were  made  under  Section  1|0  of  the  Act  suspending  dur- 
ing the  period  of  eighteen  weeks  commencing  on  1 3th  May,  1 970  and  ending 
on  9th  May  1970,  the  obligation  imposed  by  the  Shops  Act,  19^0  to  close 
shops  on  weekly  half-day  holidays. 

An  Order  was  made  under  Section  k2  (1)  of  the  Act  permitting  Buxton 
Antiques  Fair  to  carry  on  a retail  trade  up  to  9.00pm.  each  evening 
(e3ccept  Sunday)  during  the  period  21  st  April  1970  to  5th  May  1970. 

8.  Safety  in  the  Home 

A section  of  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  is  'Home  Safety' . 
Tito  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  are  nominated  each  year  to 
serve  on  the  Buxton  Home  Safety  Committee  and  your  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  Borough  Treasurer  are  Honorary  Secretary  and  Honorary 
Treasurer  respectively. 

The  Council  make  an  annual  contribution  of  £60  per.  annum,  towards  the 
Committee's  activities.

Toys  I (c)  Fire  Precautions  in  the  Home. 

A Safety  Publicity  Canpaign  and  Exhibition  was  held  in  the  foyer  of 
the  Public  Library  during  the  month  'Of  October. 

Close  laison  was  maintained  with  the  Buxton  Hospital  to  assertain  the 
number  of  persons  treated  at  the  hospital  as  a result  of  home  accidents. 

The  Committee  was  represented  at  the  meeting  of  the  East  Midland  Area 
No.  k«  Home  Safety  Group  and  valuable -help  was  obtained  from  the  County 
Health  Education  Officer  Mr.  R.  Bartley  the  Group  Secretary  in  providing 
exhibition  material  and  giving  advice  on  the  organization  of  displays 
and  publicity.  , ■/.

Ninety “four  samples,  including  forty -one  milks,  were  taken  under  the 
above  Act  in  the  area  of  the  Borough  of  Buxton  during  the  year  1970. 

Three  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  and  two  sauries  of  untreated  milk 
all  contained  traces  of  added  water.  Further  samples  will  be  taken  from 
each  of  the  dealers  concerned. 

The  fat  of  a sample  of  lemon  curd  was  rancid.  No  further  stock  was 
available  for  a formal  sample.  Two  cornish  pasties  were  slightly 
deficient  in  meat  and  further  samples  XTill  be  taken.  A soup  powder  paste 
did  not  carry  a list  of  ingredients.  The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the 
manufacturers . 

The  remaining  samples  were  satisfactory. 

FolloiJing  consumer  complaints  received  by  the  Borough  of  Buxton, 
several  samples  were  examined.  A jar  of  malted  milk  had  an  unusual 
taste  I rum  was  found  to  contain  salt,  and  milk  was  alleged  to  contain 
dirt.
